- Push Sale Of Canadian Wheat 


Western Canadian farmer organizations are on the right track in tak- 
ing steps to launch a well defined and co-ordinated program of publicity 
with the promotion of greater consumption of high-grade wheat in customer 

‘ countries as its objective. 


Within a period of a couple of weeks two of the large farmer market- 
ing organizations have given their blessing to such a move. These are the 
central organization of the Canadian wheat pools,-whose plan to place an 
all-Canadian wheat loaf before the British consumer was ehdorsed at the. 
annual meeting of the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool delegates and the United 
Grain Growers Ltd., who, at their annual meeting, in Winnipeg sponsored 


» & publicity program for Canadian wheat overseas. 

Briefly, the U.G.G. Ltd. propose to interest boards of trade and other 
organizations throughout the prairie provinces to sponsor a request to the 
Federal government to set up a special sales promotion body to be known 
as the Canadian Wheat Institute with offices in consumer countries, the 
objective being to develop greater consumption of high quality wheat, which, 
of course, means wheat grown in Canadian fields. 


The necessity for stimulating overseas consumers’ interest is cited in 
the following quotation from the directors’ report at the annual meeting 
of the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool: “In spite of the fact that Great Britain 
remains the best Canadian overseas customer for Canadian wheat, our wheat 
is invariably used only for blending with other wheats, particularly in the 
English mills. The British peoples generally are not familiar with the. high 
quality of bread which can be. baked from Canadian flour.” 

In support of the argument that a publicity campaign should be con- 
ducted in Great Britain, figures were quoted at the U.G.G. convention to 
the effect that while world consumption of wheat has dropped 31 per cent. 
in the past five years, Canadian wheat exports have been lowered by 49 
per cent. in the same period. : 

While this may be true, it does not necessarily mean, however, that 
Canada is not holding her own in competition with other wheat exporting 
countries as total exports have dropped faster than total consumption due 
to the self-sustaining efforts of a number of the former customer countries 
in Europe. It does demonstrate, on the other hand, a material reduction of 
consumption of wheat, during the period under review. 

Unfortunately, there is evidence that there is actually a reduction of 
consumpt’on of wheat in Great Britain, Canada’s best customer for high 
grade wheat. Representatives of the Scottish Co-operative Wholesale 
Society, while in Western Canada this summer, testified that while the 
Scotchman insists upon bread made of wheat of high protein content, as a 
result of which bread sold by the Co-operative's affiliates and subsidiaries 
contains 93 per cent. Canadian wheat, he is also eating less bread than 
formerly and, incredible though it may sound, is consuming less porridge. 
The Caledonian is substituting more expensive fruit, bacon and eggs and 
other comestibles, for a percentage of his erstwhile substantial diet of bread 

by: and oatmeal. , ‘ 

There are indications that a similar s'tuation exists in England, where 
‘the popular taste is for a lower grade loaf than the Scotchman demands, 
for within the past year the British millers have found it advisable to in- 
stitute a five-year advertising program at considerable expense in an effort 
to persuade the population south of the Tweed and the Cheviots that they 
should eat more bread. ‘ 

With many of the fofmer markets virtually closed to Canadian wheat 
and the British market showing a tendency to shrink, due to changing 
dietetic tastes, or whatever the cause may be, the outlook is not reassuring 
to the Western Canadian farmer. 

The farmer organizations are becoming alive to the need for taking 
some steps to deal with these coriditions and it is’ to be hoped that. some 
effective program can be devised with all interests working together to a 

~ -—s common aim. : ats : 

In some quarters it is suggested that this is an opportunity for the 
Canadian Wheat Board to take the initiative in co-operation with the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce. It is pointed out that the Wheat Board, 
under the Canada Wheat Board Act, is vested with wide enough powers in 
section 8, sub-section B, which gives the board authority “to sell and dis- 
pose of, from time to time, all wheat which the board may acquire for such 
price as it may consider reasonable with the object of promoting the sale 
and use of Canadian wheat in the world markets.” 

Some recent experiments in the home market show that the public will 
reSpond to a loaf made more attractive by flavoring or other devices and it 
is possible that similar efforts to woo the British consumer would pay divi- 
dends. At any rate it is worth a trial.

ularity of bananas in the Canadian 
home, it is estimated by the Depart- 
met of Trade and Commerce that the 
average Canadian family consumed 
one stem of bananas in the first nine 
months of 1935, Ten years ago the. 
appetite for this fruit in the average 
Canadian family of five was limited 


to approximately one stem of ban- 
anas in 18 months. Canada imported 
2,587,184 stems of bananas in the 
first nine months of the current year, 
while in the 12 months of the fiscal 
year ended March ten years ago, 2,- 
463,925 stems were imported. The 
main feature of Canada’s increasing 
imports of bananas is that slightly 
more than 80 per cent. of this year’s 
purchases came direct from Jamaica.

President Roosevelt Hopes That Wish 

To Pay Visit May Be Realized 

A visit to Canada—and possibly 
some game fishing here—is one of 
President Roosevelt's hopes for the 
future. 

But he emphasized that he had 
made no plans for the trip and that 
as far as he knew now, it still was 
just a hope. ‘ : 
, The president disclosed his ambi- 
tion at his press conference when his 
attention was called to reports that 
he had accepted an invitation by 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King to 
visit him in Canada. Mr. King was 
an overnight guest of the president 
at the White House during negotia- 
tions over the Canadian-American 
trade agreement.

Propane Gas Has Many Uses 


Can Cool A Refrigerator Or Run 
A Motor 

~ One of the products of oil and gas 
wells is a condensible gas, progane. 
Under compression it is a liquid, but 
if released to atmospheric pressure it 
becomes a gas. When it changes 
from a liquid to a gas it has proper- 
ties similar to dry ice, solid carbon 
dioxide. It has frequently been sug- 
gested that propane could be used for 
a dual purpose with completely op- 
posite effects. It could first be 
evaporated from the liquid state 
through coils of pipe to cool a re- 
frigerator and the vapor could then 
be run to a gas stove, where it could 
be burned as fuel. A parallel appli- 
cation applied to motor trucks trans- 
porting perishable foods is described 
in “Food Industries.” The propane is 
first used: for refrigerating the body 
of the truck and is then used as fuel 
for the motor instead of gasoline.

Terminates Annual Gifts 
Rockefeller Believes Sectionalism In 
Church Is Wrong 
Forsaking the traditional practice 
of his father, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
has terminated his annual monetary 
gifts to the Northern Baptist Church 
in the belief that inter-denomination- 
alism is the best servitor of Christian 

religion. 

In a searching letter to the Nor- 
thern Baptist convention, written 
March 7 last, but revealed only re- 
cently, the son of ‘the founder of one 
of the world’s greatest fortunes in- 
formed the church that henceforth 
any future gifts would be only to 
specific agencies of the church. 

“I have long felt,” he wrote, “that 
this denominational emphasis is a 
divisive force in the progress of 
organized Christian work and an 
obstacle to the development of the 
spirit and life of Christ among men.” 

To hold young people, Rockefeller 
said, who are largely unconcerned 
with denominational distinctions, the 
church must work with them “in 
relegating the non-essentials to’ a 
place of secondary importance and 
stand with them for the fundamentals 
of Christian duty.” 

Rockefeller, the largest individual 
donnor to the church, has in the past 
made annual donations ranging from 
$250,000 to $1,000,000 to the general 
budget of the Northern Baptist con- 
vention.

People In England And Scotland Will 
. Hear Ojibway Indian 

Country Life is proud to have been 
the means of first introducing to this 
country —indeed, to ‘the English- 
speaking world—the remarkable per- 
sonality of Grey Owl. Th's Ojibway 
Indian, who seems to have stepped 
out of the pages of Fenimore Cooper, 
gave a broadcast talk, which initiates 
a series of lectures to be delivered in 
almost every town in England and 
Scotland. Tall, dark, and austere, 
his likeness is to be seen in several 
photographs at the Exhiibtion of Na- 
ture Photography, where he is repre- 
sented with his friends McGinnis and

that Country Life published his first 
book, “Men of the Last Frontier,” 
in which is heard the authentic voice 
of the Indians, the men of the forest 
ever falling back and back, together 
with the wild creatures and the peace 
of those dark lands, before the in- 
exorable pressure of “‘progress.’’ The 
publication of that first book is a 
romance in itself, the manuscript. ar- 
riving piecemeal, spasmodically, and 
in eryptic form, often from camps a 
hundred miles from the nearest post 
office. But Grey Owl does not speak 
in bitterness at the fate of his race. 
In his first book he spoke of his con- 
version from trapping to befriending 
and preserving the wild animals of 
the Canadian forest.

Schools Teaching Aviation 


British Air Ministry Lends ’Plane 
And Instructors For Students 

Rossall school, one of the most 
famous schools» on the northwest 
coast of England is acquiring an 
aeroplane from the government to 
give scHolars general instruction in 
aviation.

With the arrival of cooler days 
and nights that do not offer much 
encouragement for outdoor activities, 
there is a very noticeable increase in 
interest by amateurs in snapshots in 
the house at night. 


Once you start this fascinating 
hobby you will undoubtedly agree 
that it is a real pleasure and an ideal 
way to occupy your time profitably 
during the long evenings of fall and 
winter. ; 

All of us are familiar with the 
ordinary type of snapshots but few 
have made silhouette pictures. With 
this type of picture, even more than 
with ordinary snaps, it is important 
that the pictures tell their own story 
—unless, of course, you want simply 
a profile head and shoulders study— 
for you have only. outlines to work 
with unsupportefl by perspective or 
detail. 

The first essential of silhouette 
pictures is a perfectly flat back- 


ground, devoid of detail. And the 


easiest way to obtain .such a -back- 
ground is to stretch a bed sheet 
across a broad doorway between two 
rooms. It’s important that the sheet 
be tacked up so that all creases and 
wrinkles are eliminated. 

To light up this background, a 
strong light must be put in back of 
it, about five feet away, either cen- 
tered or placed directly back of the 
major feature of the picture. You 


ordinary 60-watt bulbs such as you 
use in your home lamps, or a Photo- 
flood or Photoflash bulb. The latter 
are available at most electrical or 
photo supply shops at very low 
prices, .The Photoflood bulb, which 
gives an exceptionally brilliant white 
light, is probably your best bet. Its 
life is about two hours of constant 
burning, thus it can be used for 
many pictures. Pose your subject 
about two feet in front of the sheet 
(on the side. away from. the light). 
See diagram. Place your camera on 
a tripod or table so that it is directly 
opposite your subject. When the pic- 
ture is taken, the light that illumi- 
nates the sheet should be the only 
light in either of the rooms. 

Now about the exposures, If you 
use the two 60-watt lamps, you will 
need an exposure of about 10 sec- 
onds, with the lens well opened; with 
a Photoflash, a couple of seconds will 
suffice. Using the Photoflash (which 
gives an instantaneous, vivid flash 
of light) set the shutter at “time,” 
turn out all room lights, open the 
shutter, flash the bulb, close the shut- 
ter—and there you are—you'’ve got 
your picture. / 

A little practice with silhouettes 
is worth volumes of instruction. 
Good silhouettes make excellent ma- 
terial for greeting cards, book plates, 
place cards and so on.

There was plenty of evidence that 
Canadian cattle are popular in Scot- 
land at a special sale conducted re- 
cently by Wm. Bosomworth and 
Sons, at. Merklands Wharf, Glasgow, 
to dispose of a shipment of Canadian 
beef and dairy cattle. Bids came 
freely, and all the animals were dis- 
posed of at satisfactory prices. 

The auctioneers stated that the 
dairy cows were the first lot offered 
for many months, and were of excel- 
lent types and breeding. In order to 
ensure that only the very best class 
of Canadian cows would be exported 
the Canadian Government had im- 
posed strict regulations providing 
that all cows for export to the Bri- 
tish market must pass an official 
tuberculin and blood test prior to 
shipment.” Any cows failing to pass 
such test will not be allowed to leave 
the Dominion. Further action by the 
Canadian government provided for 
skilled supervision of all export ship- 
ments as to.class, breed, type, and 
conformation of the animals to en- 
sure that only high-class stock went 
to the British market, 

As the Canadian government had 
full power to licence exporters and 
could withdraw or cancel any ex- 
porters licence they were in a posi- 
tion to see that the trade was work- 
ed on a highly satisfactory basis. 
These actions by the Canadian gov- 
ernment meant that all Canadian | 
milk cows exported to Britain con- 
formed to a degree of official testing, 
examination, and spervision which 
was higher and stricter than that ap-

plied to any other cows for

cial dairy purposes offered in any 
market. 


Germans Like Canadian Eels 


Hundreds Of Tons Taken From St. 
Lawrence River Every Year 

Canadian eels, yards and yards of 
them, miles of them, so many in fact 
that if placed end to end they would 
turn a Hollywood statistician green 
with envy, left Montreal in the Cana- 
dian Pacific fast cargo liner Beaver- 
ford. In about two weeks, cut up 
into millions of small pieces, they 
were melting in the mouths of Ger- 
man gourmets. 


Hundreds of tons of eels taken|,, 


from the mud in the St. Lawrence 
off the Isle of Orleans near Quebec, 
are shipped to Germany each year. 
The business reaches a peak at this 
season and this shipment on the 
Beaverford was a record one as 
actually one hundred tons weight of 
barrelled eels left in the Hamburg- 
bound liner, 

Hardy individuals, it is claimed 
that the eels though frozen are still 
alive in the barrels, but do not show 
signs of life. -It might be said that 
they are hibernating. Aboard ship 
they are placed in refrigerator space 
having a temperature of 20 below 
zero, which probably induces a 
chronic state of hibernation. The 
Canadian eels formed part of a cargo 
of over 6,000 tons weight the 
Beaverford tock to London and Ham- 
burg. , 


Integrated Noise Meter 


Instrument Registers Amount Of 
Noise Person has Been Sub- 
jected To 

An integrated noise meter designed 
by Dr. F. B. Haynes, of the Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute, is described by 
him in the current issue of ‘The Re- 
view of Scientific Instruments.” This 
meter will measure and record the 
total amount of noise a person has 
been subjected to in any given length 
of time, just as the gas meter tells 
how much gas has been consumed. 
It operates very much like an ordi- 
nary watt-hour electric meter. A 
microphone picks up the noise and 
transforms it to an electric current 
of proportionate intensity. This con- 
trols the grid bias on an amplifying 
tube and lets varying amounts of 
“plate current” flow through a watt 
meter which continuously adds up 
the varying amounts of current 
which corresponds to the noise picked 
up by the microphone. The noise unit 
is the “decibel.”

Be The Third Best _ 
Customer Of Canada 


“Australia is now Canada’s third 
best. world market, ranking immedi- 
ately after the United Kingdom and _ 
the United States, The trade bal- 
ance between the two Dominions is 
three to one in Canada's favor,” said 
L. R. Macgregor, Toronto, Australian 
trade commissioner to Canada. 

During the last Canadian fisca) 
year ended March 81, Australia's 
purchases from Canada included 204 
million feet of lumber; 12 million 
pounds of canned salmon; 100,000 
tons of newsprint ‘@hd 18,189 auto- 
mobiles, Mr. Macgregor pointed out. 

At the same time, Canada bought 


from Australia, 15,000 tons of raisins 


and currants; 100,000 cases of canned 
fruits; 71,000 gallons of wine; 4,- 
000,000 pounds of wool and $00,000 
tons of raw sugar. 

The. active trade balance for Can- 
ada was. attributable to the trade 
agreements of 1981, which in them- 
selves were an extension of the trade 
agreements negotiated in 1925 by 
Hon. Mr. Robb, he said. 

Australia was coming out of the 
depression fast, Mr. Macgregor said. 
Unemployment among trade unionists 
which fell to 80 per cent. in 1932 had 
now risen to 17 per cent.; exports 
rose from £85,000,000 in 1931 to £99,- 
000,000 in*1984, higher than any year 
Since 1929-80. Practically all busi- 
ness activities were showing improve- 
ment, 

“Since 1932 any fear that govern- 
ment finances would be allowed to 
drift has been dissipated by the pre- 
miers’ plan which was carried out in 
all provinces. Moreover the control 
of the London-Australia exchange 
rate by the Commonwealth bank has 
meant three and a half years of ab- 
solute stability despite the vagaries 
of sterling.” 

“In June, 1935, there was an in- 
crease in deposits in Australian sav- 
ings banks of $35,000,000 over the 
same date of the previous year. De- 
pos‘ts now total over a billion dol- 
lars and the present level has been 
exceeded only twice in the history of 
savings banks in Australia, 1928 and 
29,” 


Unemployed Grow Jobs 


Raise Su Ku Bulbs Which Are Highly 
Prized By Orientals 

Unemployed in Port Credit, Ont., 

have started a new industry. 
In place of bewailing competition 
from Oriental goods made with cheap 
Chinese labor, they have turned the 
tables. What is more, they.are mak- 
ing a handsome profit do'ng it. 

It all started some 25 years ago, 
when a number of Chinese started 
raising Su Ku bulbs on the marshes 
that border the banks of the Credit. | 
For some time they flourished and 
sold their product, a bulb much prized 
by their countrymen as a vegetable. 
For some reason the venture was 
abandoned and nothing more was 
heard of it until recently when an 
unsung hero re-discovered -the bulb, 
stilf growing profusely. Several un- 
employed were quick on the pick-up, 
found they could be sold in quantities 
to Toronto Orientals and so the in- 
dustry began. ; 

Village authorities are backing the 
men in their venture and have placed 
a ban on Orientals, who might wish 
to revive the business on their own 
account. The unemployed, so say 
the village fathers, shall have undis- 
puted claim to the Su Ku and the 
profits derived therefrom. 


Maple Leaf Competition 


Most Perfectly Formed Leaf Won By 
New Brunswick 

Vivid with the colors of a Cana- 
dian autumn, a perfectly formed leaf 
won for Gloria Robertson, 14, Upper 
Dover, .N.B., first prize of $100 in the 
most beautiful maple leaf competi- 
tion, sponsored by the Dominion gov- 
ernment in conjunction with the 
Canadian National and Canadian 
Pacific Railways. 

Richard Chambers, Vancouver, for 
the second successive year, won the 
$30 prize for the largest maple leaf 
submitted. He obtained a leaf 21% 
by 19% inches, or 235% square 
inches, the biggest leaf ever received. 

Second prize of $10 in this phase 
of the competition was won by Mrs, 
H. A. D. Whitaker, West Vancouver, 
B.C., whose leaf measured 203 square 
inches.

Given Ordinary Needful Things Any-. 
one Can Be Happy — 

Dr. Hans Spemann is a professor 
of zoology in the University of Frei- 
burg, Germany, and recently was 
awarded the Nobel Prize for the best 
contribution to medical science in 
1934. The award was a cash sum of 
$42,000. 

But after the money came to him, 
this great scientist who knows so 
much more than most people, help- 
lessly asked: ‘What can one do with 
so much money?” 

That seems the easiest question in 
the world to’ answer. Yet. to Dr. 
Spemann it is a puzzle. He has all 
the scientific equipment he needs and’ 
obviously he is happy in his job. So 
what more does he want? Appar- 
ently nothing. 

The case of Hans Spemann is an- 
other illustration of the dictum that 
happiness is a state of mind, not a 
state of material wealth. ‘There are 
thousands of well-to-do people in 
every land who are not happy. And 
for every rich man or woman who is 
not happy there are thousands of 


poor, or comparatively poor people, | 


who are quite happy. Happiness is 
largely governed by health and am- 
bitions. If a person is well and is 
reasonably satisfied with his work 
and possessions, there happiness lies. 
One can get over unhappiness by 
merely accepting one's lot and ceas- 
ing to strive for the unattainable.— 
St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Tolls On Suez Canal 


Estimate Places Italy’s Payment 

The Port Said correspondent of the 
London Times has contributed some 
figures throwing light on an obscure 
item in the cost of Italy’s Hthiopian 
campaign. Up to the first of Octo- 
ber approximately 200,000 Italian 
soldiers, officials and civilians had 
passed southward through the Suez 
Canal, some in such large ships as 
the ‘Saturnia, others im, 1,000-ton 
steamships taken from the -Italian 
coasting trade. Large ocean-going 
ships, such as the Saturnia or the 
Lombardia, can carry 4,500 soldiers 
on each trip; on each | passage 
‘through the canal such a liner would 
have to pay $45,000 in canal charges, 
while the ‘cost to a smaller vessel 
might run as high as $15,000. On 
the basis of the number of men who 
-went through the canal ,in eight 
months the Port Said correspondent 
estimates that the Italian Govern- 
ment has paid something like $3,- 
750,000 to the canal company in this 
period. Before the campaign is over 
and the troops can be withdrawn this 
cost will be multiplied several times 
and yet will still remain a minor 
item in the whole cost of transporting 
an army to Africa.—New York Sun. 


Ldddnsis Had Thrill 


Subway Housed Liye Cows Used In 
Milk Campaign 

A living cow cafe in an underground 
station is a new thing even in the 
metropolis of London where anything 
may happen without causing undue 
excitement, People arriving at Char- 
ing Cross subway station recently 
received a thrill when they came 
face to face with two Jersey cows. 
It was no optical illusion. The cows 
were there, beyond a doubt, stabled 
in the entrance hall as snugly as if 
they were in the country. 

The cows were “put up” for a 
season of three weeks, to act as liv- 
ing cafeterias for the milk market- 
ing boards “drink more milk” cam- 
paign. Their milk, cooled and test- 
ed, was being sold by four neat and 
attractive milkmaids, over a milk 
bar, at fourpence a glass, either 
flavored or in its natural state.

Canadian Literature Is 
Recognition Abroad 
A. summary of Canada’s literary 
production, just issued by the Cana- 
dian Authors’ Association, shows that 
among books by Catiadians publish- 
ed this fall or still to appear are 23 
novels, 15 volumes of verse, 44 
volumes of historical and miscellan- 
eous works, and 46 volumes published 
in French. The fact that most 
Canadians speak and read the same 
language as the people of the United 
States and the British Isles has made 
it necessary for Canadian authors, if 
they are to find a public response, to 
produce work equal to that of these 
two older countries. Each year one 
week in November is observed as 
Canadian Book Week for the purpose 
of bringing to public attention the 
literary production of the Dominion. 
Much Canadian literary work is find- 
‘gin recognition not only in Canada, 
but also in other countries. 


Pencils Boost Canadian Graphite 


Becoming Of Considerable Commer- 
cial Importance To Canada 

One of the features of the graphite 
mining industry in Canada is the in- 
creased use of Canadian graphite in 
the pencil-making industry. During 
past years Mexican graphite was 
employed largely for pencil manufac- 
ture, and the reported success in the 
milling of the Canadian mineral for 
this purpose may eventually prove of 
considerable economic importance to 
producers in the Dominion. Cana- 
dian graphite is also employed in the 
manufacture of electrodes, dry bat- 
teries, lubricants, and various other 
products. 

Production of graphtie in Canada 
during 1934 had a value of $71,424 
compared with $18,367 in 1938, an in- 
crease in value of 289 per cent. As 
for several years past, the output 
came chiefly from Ontario. Relative- 
ly small shipments were made from 
Quebec. 


Gold Production In B.C. 


Is Expected To Reach Value Of 
45,000,000 For Year 

British Columbia metals and min- 
erals have added $17,000,000 to the 
annual value of production in the 
last three years, are expected to ex- 
ceed $45,000,000 this year, compared 
with little more than $28,000,000 in 
1932, or a gain of some 62 per cent. 

This is conceded by British Col- 
umbia mines officials, who added 
$1,000,000 to all previous estimates, 
due to record gold recoveries in the 
first nine months of the current year. 

British Columbia gold production 
is now running at the rate of $1,000,- 
000 a month, with not less than $12,- 
000,000 in Canadian funds as the ex- 
pected total for the year. 

That compares with gold produc- 
tion which brought producers on 
B.C. properties, but $3,250,000 ‘in 
1929, and marks the greatest single 
change in the mining industry within 
the province.

arrive or what it will be like when 
it gets here.” 


‘And who's to blame for that? 


Why, the scientists, of course. They 
have been so busy finding out how 
to predict ecl'pses of the sun a hun- 
dred years in advance, that they 
haven’t had time to learn how to pre- 
dict weather changes 24 hours ahead 
with any assurance of accuracy. 


Because of the slow progress in 


meteorological study, frequent errors 


are made in the official weather prog- 
nostications—errors for which the 
newspapers are sometimes blamed by 
an indiscriminating public. 

Science can scarcely deny the 
charge of neglect—of serious mal- 
distribution of research activities— 
when it has got so far in astronomy 
and other branches, and has hardly 
begun to step out at all in the science 
of weather. 

Of the Western Canadian winter, 
the Bulletin aptly says: 

“Sometimes it creeps upon us like 
the slow advance of an _ investing 
army, gradually lowering tempera- 
tures marking the transition from 
fall conditions and leaving everyone 
to decide for himself when the 
change over really occurs. At such 
times we have ‘Lingering summer's 
parting blooms delayed’ and autumn 
extending even up to Christmas. 

“This winter is different. Decided- 
ly so. It came without. any ‘prelimi- 
naries, and came with a ‘bang’.” 

And it came without any warning. 
Goodness knows how long the scien- 
tists: would have neglected the 
weather if the growth of aviation had 
not called them to account, creating 
an insistent demand for more and 
better information about meteorologi- 
cal conditions, present and as far as 
possible into the future. Hence in the 
last few years science has been 
scurrying about trying to fill the 
order. 

Lumbermen, also, should certainly 
be told. in advance if it is to be, or 
not, a good winter for operating in 
the woods. The farmer should be 
told, at seed time, what the weather 
will be like -for the next three 
months. And by the first of May 
every year, the young people ought 
to know ‘definitely whether it will 
rain or shine on the 24th so that they 
can plan accordingly. 

It is up to the meteorologists.— 
Winnipeg Free Press. 


When Things Were Cheap 


Salaries Paid Professional Men Were 
Very Meagre , 

One often wonders how profes- 
sional men made ends meet 50 and 60 
years ago on the meagre salaries 
which they were paid in those days. 
After paying the expenses of a col- 
lege education they started out on 
their professional career on a salary 
which a laboring man would to-day 
consider insufficient to keep a very 
small family. A common salary paid 
ministers in those days was five or 
six hundred dollars @ year, and many 
received less than these sum, A 
case is mentioned in which a well- 
known Methodist minister was paid 
the princely salary of five dollars a 
Sunday and was able to save a con-! 
siderable amount from this sum in a 
year. About 40 years ago, conditions: 
were somewhat improved, as the 
usual amount paid to ministers with 
a college degree was from $750 to 
$900 a year. Of course the cost of 
living was considerably less than it 
is to-day.- A’ common price for but- 
ter was about 14 cents a pound, and 
eggs from six to eight cents a dozen. 
Round steak could be bought for 
three pounds for 25 cents, and other 
cuts proportionately small. Roots 
and vegetables were also low in price. 
But in those days there were very 
few luxuries as we find them to-day. 
Gramophones and radios were un- 
heard of. There were a few organs 
in the homes of the well-to-do, and 
pianos were a great luxury. 


High Grade Barley 
About 500,000 bushels of high 
grade barley have been placed in 
storage at Calgary by a malting com- 
pany. Another million bushels is now 
being collected. Much of the present 
storage stock has been secured from 
growers who utilized special seed put 
out by thy company in the spring.

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Egypt Will Be Conrded 


Britain Will Defend Country Against 
Any Foreign Attack 

Having confidence in the League of 
Nations to enforce. the rights of 
small nations, Egypt demanded in- 
dependence from Britain and the re- 
moval of British troops from the 
Nile valley. This she has had for the 
last 16 years. 

However, Egypt did not realize at 
the time, that her territory will al- 
ways be coveted, as a key position 
for any country aiming at naval 
supremacy in the Mediterranean, 
African colonies, or mid-Eastern in- 
terests, The Suez canal is partly re- 
sponsible for this. But Napoleon 
considered Eg'ypt the corner stone of 
his enterprise, when he dreamed of 
Eastern conquests, and that was 60 
years before the canal was built. 

Now. an Italian force numbering 
over 30,000 is om the Libyan border 
and a vast army is near the Soudan 
frontier. _Hgypt. would have good 
reason to worry were it not for the 
clause in the treaty of 1922, by 
witch Great Britain made herself 
guardian of Egypt against foreign 
aggression. 

Facts speak plainer than pacts 
and the Egyptians realize that the 
day is passed when a small nation 
can exist without the fear of aggres- 
sion from great powers. 

Signor Mussolini is quite candid in 
telling the werld, they want Abys- 
sinia for their surplus population 
and trade-in’ raw materials. The 
most violently Anglophobe Egyptian 
cannot accuse Britain in exploiting 
his country along these lines, as 
there has never been any British 
colonization of Egypt and British 
firms compete on equal footing with 
concessions. 

The present state of affairs has 
brought the Egyptians and British 
together, as they see their interests 
are mutual. 


International Language 


Weather Men Adopt Program Unify- 
ing Means Of Exchanging 
Reports 

An international language for the 
weather, made up of signs and figures 
instead of words, so as to avoid the 
confusion of varied national lang- 
uages, is to become uniform for the 
world’s weather man, W. R. Gregg, 
chief of the United States Weather 
Bureau, asserted recently. 

Returning from Warsaw, he re- 
ported that the International Meteor- 
ological Organization at its eighth 
meeting there, with representatives 
of 42 countries present, adopted a pro- 
gram for unification of codes, sym- 
bols and units in the exchange of 
weather reports. 

The maps on which daily weather 
forecasts are based will look alike 
the world over. A black dot will 
mean light rain or drizzle, a star will 
mean light snow, and a plain circle 
will mean clear, cloudless skies on 


15,000,000 kronor (about $3,750,000)

The expansion program calls for fur- 


ther electrification of 679 miles, of 
which 220 miles will be completed 
during 1935. The main reasons for 
th's program have been economy in 
cost of operation, present cheapness 
of money and material, relief of un- 
employment and a greater independ- 
ence from imported ‘coal. ; 

Hlectrification of Sweden's princi- 
pal railroad line, 3883 miles from 
Stockholm to Malmo, in the south, 
was completed October 1, 1935. Work 
on the 285-mile line from Stockholm 
to Gothenburg, on the west coast, 
was started in 1923 and completed in 
1926 at a cost of 44,600,000 kronor. 

Part of the line that runs north 
from Stockholm toward Lapland has 
been electrified. The new power will 
be installed only as far as Ange, 
where the north and south line strikes 
an east and west line that crosses the 
Scandinavian peninsula from Sunds- 
vail, in Sweden, to Trondhjem, in 
Norway. After that will come com- 
pletion of. the west coast line from 
Malmo to Gothenburg, and this work 
may later be extended as far as Oslo, 
the capital of Norway. 


New Death Ray 


Designed To Use Against Insect 
Pests, Could Kill Human Beings 
A “death ray’ designed for use 

against insect pests but conceivably 

capable of being amplified to kill 
human beings was described at Bal- 
timore to 150 scientists. 

At the meeting of the eastern 
branch of the American Association 
of Economic Entomologists, Dr. 
Thomas J. Headlee, professor of en- 
tomology at Rutgers University, ex- 
plained that “sterilization” of insects 
by “radio waves” requirés no more 
than a “couple of seconds.’’ Animals, 
he said, develop heat more rapidly 
than do plants, so it is possible to 
kill the insects by heat before the 
plant develops sufficient heat to harm 
itself. : 

His apparatus consists of an elec- 

trostatic field confined by two elec- 

trodes; by rapid oscillation of an 
8,000-volt energy between the elec- 
trodes, he has killed insects. The 
electrodes change from positive to 
negative at a rate of 50,000,000 times 
a minute, Dr. Headlee said,

However, as rapid fattening is 
dependent on heavy grain consump- 
tion the amount of roughage should 
be gradually decreased until, when 
on full feed, the calf receives only 
one pound of roughage to two 
pounds of meal. 

If the roughage consists of non- 
leguminous hay ten percent of lin- 
seed oil meal should be added to 
the grain ration; but if alfalfa or 
sweet clover hay is fed five percent 
of oil cake meal will be sufficient. 

To avoid the mineral. deficiency 
diseases common to calves on heavy 
feed a mixture of equal parts of salt 
and ground limestone or, for even 
better results, equal parts of salt and 
mono-calcium phosphate, should be
